E rected In 1.120 In One of th e T ow er« 
of P eterb orou gh C athedral. 
Peterborough cathedral has the old­ 
est working clock in England. It was 
erected about 1320 and Is p robably the 
work of a monastic clockmaker. It is 
the only one now known that is wound 
up ov er an old wooden wheel. 
This 
wheel Is about twelv e feet in circum­ 
ference, and 
the 
galv anized cable, 
about 300 feet in length, sup p orts a 
leaden weight of three hundredweight, 
which has to be wound up daily. 
The clock is said to be of much more 
p rimitiv e construction than that made 
by Henry de Nick for Charles V. of 
France in 1370. 
The clock chamber 
is in the northwest tower, some 120 
feet high, where the sunlight has not 
p enetrated for hundreds of years, and 
the winding is done by the light of a 
candle. 
The gong Is the great tenor hell of 
the cathedral, which weighs thirty- 
two hundred weight, and it Is struck 
hourly by an eighty p ound hammer. 
The going and the striking p arts of 
the clock are some yards ap art, com­ 
munication being by a slender wire. 
The clock has no dial. 
The time Is 
shown on the main wheel of the es­ 
cap ement, which goes round ouce in 
two hours.—London Chronicle. 


THE TOWER OF HUNGER. 


A Fam oun P rieon of P l» a Long Since 
D estroy ed . 
“The Tower of Hunger” was a name 
giv en to the tower of Gualandi, in 
Pisa, celebrated because of the refer­ 
ence made to it in Dante’s “Inferno.” 
Ugolino, count of Gherardesca (1220- 
8 0), was the head of a leading Ghl- 
belline family in IMsa. Deserting the 
Ghibellines, 
he 
went ov er 
to the 
Guelp hs. 
Afterward he returned to 
his own side and joined that uncom­ 
p romising 
faction 
which 
regarded 
Archbishop Iiuggieri as their head, un­ 
til dissensions arose between him and 
them after he had killed the archbish­ 
op ’s nep hew in a quarrel. 
In the summer of 1288 Ugolino was 
seized by the Ghibellines and sent a 
p risoner to the tower of Gualandi, 
with his two sons and two grandsons. 
Ilere they were kep t till March, 1289, 
when the door of the tower was fas­ 
tened, the keys thrown into the Arno 
and the p risoners left to die^of starv a­ 
tion. The tower, which was ev er after 
known as the “Tower of Hunger.” was 
in ruins at the end of the fifteenth ceu- 
tury and was finally destroyed in 1655. 
» 


AFRICA. 


T he W ay T hat Nam e W a* B eetow ed 
I pon th e C ontinent. 
The name Africa was giv en by the 
Roman conquerors, after the third 
Punic war, B. C. 146, to the p rov ince 
which they formed to cov er the terri­ 
tory of Carthage. 
It was most p rob­ 
ably adop ted from the word “Afry- 
gah,” the Carthagenian term for a col­ 
ony. 
This original Africa wTas limited in 
extent. Its borders reached, according 
to Pliny, from the Riv er Tusca on the 
west, which div ided it from Numidia, 
to the bottom of the Syrtis Minor on 
the southeast, though Ptolemy carries 
it as far east as the bottom of the 
Great Syrtis, making it include Numi­ 
dia and Trip olitana. 
In later days the whole African con­ 
tinent took its name from this p art, 
which in its narrower limits corre­ 
sp onded with the modern regency of 
Tunis and was called by the Greeks 
Lybia. Africus, the stormy southwest 
wind, was so called in Italy because it 
blew from Africa.
